In this world-wide movement against the 
drink evil Ireland had not been altogether 
standing still. In Ulster they had had many 
undeniable proofs of the bility of making 
men sober by Act of Parligment. Under 
beneficial Acts they had cut the drink bill 
of Northern Jreland practically in half. They 
had done it without adding a penny to the 
rates. In fact, it was the successes that had 
followed these legislative Acts in Northern 
Ireland that’ made them more or less im- 
patient in the ‘North to experience further 
similar teforms. (Appilause.) ' 

In the Irish Free State it was a pleasure 
to be able to fecord a decrease last year of 
almost two millions, and that under the 1927 
Act about 300 licences would be abolished at 
the end of the present year. As there were 
undoubtedly abuses on the border, such as 
tunday closing would largely abolish, it was 
hoped that the Free State Government would 
soon see its way to bring itself into line in 
regard to this most needed reform. One of 
the big factors in bringing about the decrease 
of two millions in the Free State 's drink bill 
was the splendid work done the pioneer 
movement under the spiritual direction of the 
Rev. Father Flinn, 8.J. That movement had 
already enrolled between 300.000 and 400,000 
total abstainers, and was still going forward 
with marked progress (Applause.) 

The offence of the liquor traffic was heing 
successfully challenged all aver the civilised 
world, and nowhere was the urge more keenly 
felt than in their own country. Strong as 
Ireland was, she was not an Atlas, that could 
carry a drink burden of twenty million 
ponnds per annum. No workman could 
support the publichouse and his own home 
out of the same efivelope. What was,true 
of the homes was true of the nation. is

Dublin. To our two Churches belongs a 
total of about one million souls—a total 
which, when we think. in terms of Ireland, 
and not in terms of partition, represents about 
one-quarter of the population of this island; 
a minority, but a far from negligible 
minority. And I rejoice to think of the 
friendly relations which prevail in this 
country between the members of the two 
Churches. It is trué that, on the ecclésias- 
tical side, we are separated by old. historical 
auses. But the days are going by, thank 
God, in which it was felt that men can only 
be faithful to their own convictions in pro- 
portion as they think hardly of men ol 
differing convictions. We, on our side, find 
it abundantly ssible to admire the 
tenacity of the hold of your people upon the 
principles of their religion. 


COMMON INTERESTS. 

There are, happily, many subjects of public 
interest touching the welfare of Irishmen as 
citizens in which our Churches can act 
together. On the temperance question, in 
educational matters, in the search for the 
bettering of social conditions, members of our 
Churches, can, and do, work hand-in-hand. 
Again, on the religious side, members of the 
two Churches have joined in conference on 
foreign missionary problems, and only last 
winter, in this very room, our two Churches 
joined with others in commemorating the ter- 
ay of John Bunyan. 

And here I would opek particularly in 
regard to the clergy of this city. For nearly 
twenty years there have been meetings, more 
or less regular, between the metropolitan 
clergy of the two Churches, at which the 
questions which divide us—and I am bound 
to say they Beem to be fewer than many 
would think—have been talked over with the 
completest frankness and the most imperturb- 
able good temper. It would, I think, be 
difficult to imagine happier gatherings 
between the officers of different religious 
societies. We part—at least. if I may judge 
of the opinions of others from my own— 
regretting deeply our differences, yet respect- 
ing cne none the-less for the different 
conclusions which inevitably follow from our 
respectively._different lines of approach io 
questions of Church order. 

It is very easy to héar of these twenty 
years of discussion and to feel ‘mpatient. To 
ask, ‘‘Is any good going to come of it all?” 
And I can only reply that increased cordiality 
and mutual understanding are very substan- 
tial gains. But, if you are thinking in terms 
of =e ps, reunion, a deliberateness which 
takes full stock of difficulties, and refuses to 
— them over with a formula which means 
ifferent things to different people, is far the 
surest path to that much-to-be-desired goal. 

If reunion is to come and to last, not 
merely must the external differences be got 
over, but both the clergy and people oí our 
twc churches must get to know one another 
better. (Applause.) There is the preliminary 
process of growth, which is Ssdieniomaabics 
and growth is silent and slow. But I think 
the way of growth is shown in the New 
Testament to be characteristically the way 
in which God works. And now, sir, may 1 
add my personal expression of pleasure at 
seeing you in your exalted position? I pray 
that the blessings of Almighty God may

For over forty years they had been 
working together in various good causes in 
Dublin, and especially in the meetings to 
which the Archbishop had referred. hese 
meetings, undoubtedly, had shown them, on 
a small scale, what had been shown on a 
world-wide scale at the World Conference on 
Faith and. Order at Lausanne. They had 
shown them that there were a greater number 
of points of agreement, and fewer, or less 
serious, points of disagreement between 
Christian Churches than many people 
thought. These meetings also promoted great 
feeli of fellowship between the two 
Churches in Dublin. s one who had a long 
and wide experience, he would like to give 
his testimony to the spirit of loyalty that 
prevailed between the ministers of both 
Churches in Dublin, There had been no 
attempt made by members of either Church 
to interfere with the tenets of the other. 

Whatever the difficulties might be in 
regard to reunion, there was hardly any diffi- 
culty about co-operation, and they had been 
co-operating in various kinds of social 
services. e, too, prayed that God's blessing 
might rest on their deliberations, that they 
might all be drawn closer together in God's 
Service, and that, before long, they might be 
drawn much closer together to the glory of God 
and the welfare and progress of the kingdom 
of Christ in their beloved native land. 
(A plause. ) 

The Moderator, on behalf of the Assembly, 
thanked the Archbishop and Dean Kennedy 
for coming and welcoming them to Dublin 
and for their very kind words. They would 
understand from the words of His Grace and 
Dean Kennedy that the relations between the 
two Churches had been very close and very 
friendly. The words of the Archb had 
greatly clarified the question of Christjan re- 
union, and he thanked him; he also.

slaves.» In the process one very brave 
British officer lost his life and many of 
the tribesmen were killed. As a result. a 
state of war exists between the Triangle 
Kachins and the Government, or, as they 
would express it, a blood-feud has beep 
opened and a debt has been incurred by 
the Government which can be expiated 
only by a*corresponding number of British 
lives. 

It is, ‘therefore, not difficult to under- 
stand that it was with the fixed intention 
of avoiding the Triangle side of the M’li 
Hka that a friend and I set out to raft 
down that notable river. The M’li Hka 
is the more Western of the two great head- 
waters of the Irrawadi; the other is the 
mountainous 'Nmai Hka. I do not think 
the M’li Hka has ever.before been rafted 
for any considerable distance by white 
men, though an Indian doctor once 
attempted a short distance, but lost his 
life in the attempt, as a result of his raft 
striking a rock. We had several mis- 
fortunes, but eventually reached Myit- | 
kyina, the Burmese rail-head just below 
the confluence of the ’Nmai and the M’li, 
having travelled just four times as quickly 
as by road. 


THE WRONG THINGS DONE. 


For reasons which are not now relevant, 
ijt was necessary for us to order our raft 
through a Burmese Assistant Superin- 
tendent, with the result that the. vessel 
which eventually materialised had several 
very radical defects. We had ordered a 
raft of 180 bamboos; the bamboo strings’ 
tying on the lowest layer were to pass not 
under the outside of the bamboos, but 
through the diameters of the bamboos, 
by chipping pieces out of their sides every 
eighteen inches or so. ,The raft was to be 
San feet long and eight feet wide, 
with a living hut, ten feet Jong, in the 
centre, composed of a raised platform and 
a semi-circular roof of shingdwt leaf. At 
each end there was to be a bamboo frame- 
work to take fish-tail oars, and between 
each end and the hut were to be two side- 
oars. Three or four oarsmen were to be 
ready to come with us. 

The Kachins, unfortunately, are an 
independent race, and are used. to obeyin 
white men only; not.one in a hund 
Burmans possesses the force of character 
essential to a successful ruler in that 
country. For this reason, while we were 
greatly dismayed, we were not altogether 
surprised to find that nearly everything it 
was possible to do wrong had been done 
wrong. To begin with, the raft was five 
feet wide only, which reduced the 
efficiency of the fish-tail oars by at least 
fifty per cent. Next, the hut had been 
seventeen feet long instedd of ten feet, 
which meant that the rowlocks of the side- 
oars were brought opposite to one another, 
so that only-one-at a time could be used at 
“at each end. The hut itself had an in- 
verted ‘‘V’’-shaped roof raised on walls 
three feet high—a serious failing, since it 
made it impossible for a man at the stern 
to see over the hut to learn what lay 
ahead. - Finally, ther@,were no rowers. 

I had with me four or five servants— 
Burmese,’ Chinese, Chan and Chingpaw— 
and my companion had one Chinese 
coolie; so, being pressed for time, we 
decided not to wait for the rowers, who 
would not have come until a few days 
later. None of our heterogeneous collec- 
tion of servants had ever been on a river 
before, and, while very willing, proved to 
be not very eflicacious. 


BUT LITTLE RISK. 


. There are comparatively few dangers 
in rafting beyond the possibility, happily 
remote, of a complete break-up in rapids 
or in a storm. Rocks present compara- 
tively dittle ‘difficulty, since, as is well 
known, they so to speak “cast their 
shadows before” ; that is to say, some 
little distance before reaching the rock the 
water has already split into the stream 
lines that will carry it and the raft past 
the rocks. One is liable, through clumsy 
steering, to catch one’s tail in a rock, but 
this is not a great source of danger if 
one can get in a quick push-off. This 
applies to rocks in mid-stream and to 
rocks on the bank. Once in a hundred 
times a raft may strike a rock in the 
centre and turn broadside to the current, 
and, as always when one is so unfortunate 
as to get broadside on, one must expect 


. trouble... “The possibility of a raft over- 


turning may, I think, be ruled out. It is 
true that one encounters standing waves 
three and four feet high occasionally, but, 
even when.they are taken broadside in a 
raft whose centre of gravity is as high as 
it was in ours, I do not think a complete 
possible. Waves and rough 
water in rapids are harmless, beyond the 
wetting of the floor of one’s hut. Even 


- waves which indicate submerged rocks 
| have little danger, since, if the rock is 


high enough to foul the very small draught 
of the raft (seldom over twelve inches), it 
will throw out stream lines that will help 
one safely by. 


THE WEED MENACE

ligent Kachin who was responsible for our 
ill-designed craft. For the first six miles 
things went surprisingly well. One or 4 
‘*Gang Mu,” in order to have the raift 
turned a bit anti-clockwise, and ‘‘ Makyet 
Mu ” for the clockwise direction. To call 
for greater efforts one said “ Shaja Mu 
Law.”” My gr Pei Beaver, however, 
did not speak Kachin, and when, after 
some seven miles of pleasant drifting, we 
came to a bend in the river, Beaver, who 
was in charge, got mixed up in his 
vocabulary. We found ourselves in an 
eddy on the East, or Triangle, side of the 
river. We completed three circuits only 
of that eddy, which was about one hun- 
dred yards long and thirty feet broad. 


BEAVER’S DETACHMENT. 


In general, there are three places in 
every eddy from which escape 1s more or 
less feasible: the top, the bottom and the 
small roller eddies about half-way down 
between the main eddy and the river 
current. Unfortunately for us, we failed 
at the top and in the rollers; at the 
bottom we crashed out with much groaning 
and grinding over a miniature weir. We 
were still on the outside of the bend, and,

myself a great deal of trouble, however, 


and, as the Wusagee combined with his 
reputation as a pilot some little practice 
as a Dumsa, or nat-priest, he inspired 
much confidence in our crew. . 
Without any exception, a raft is quite 
the most satisfactory way of coming down 
from the uppermost parts of Upper 
Burma to the railway. The river is very 
beautiful as it unfolds itself in succession 
of hill and mountain, with that thick coat- 
ing of jungle so typical of Kachin-land. 
Thus we passed the next day in quiet con- 
templation, squatting on the floor of our 
hut attired only in towels, occasionally 
dropping into the river for a lazy swim 
round the raft, recalling memories of Nor- 
wegian fjords and Highland rivers, and 
studying the profiles of our bronze- 
skinned rowers, naked but for a rag vf a 
loongyi tucked round their loins, their 
straight, black hair clean-cropped round 
the level of their necks and forming an 
almost Egyptian frame for the classic 
regularity of their features. In no vtner 
race, I believe, does one find quite such 
variety of type of face as among the 
Kachins. Some are very white and 


to our dismay, we found in front of us a 
large. expanse of shrub-tops. Thanks to 
the awkwardness of our raft and the con- 
fusion of tongues, it was impossible to 
avoid the bushes. With a scraping slither, 
we were carried by the current almost to 
the middle of the submerged jungle, where 
we shuddered to rest. We were on the 
Triangle side, and the water was falling 
nine inches a day at the time; for it was 
the end of the rainy season. Of course, 
we spared no efforts to extricate ourselves. 
We paddled, poled, rowed. Every man of 
us stripped, entered the water and put his 
shoulders to the raft. We tried cutting 
the shrubs under water. All attempts 
were fruitless. We were fairly caught. 
Beaver surveyed his shipwreck, lit his 
pipe, lay down and took out a “ Pick- 
wick,” which he read almost continuously 
for the next twenty-four hours. 

Having considered and rejected the 
possibility of one of us swimming across 
the M’li Hka—we calculated that one 
must count on landing at least two miles 
downstream of the place from which one 
started—having found that one Webley 
and five knives were our total armaments, 
having counted our stores and decided that 
they would last three days at the most, 
we gazed out at the jungle-covered hills 
on each side and wondered what was 
coming next. At least, I did; Beaver was 
chuckling over the Fat Boy. -It was quite 
evident that, if we were to leave the spot 
either by water or by land, it could only 
be through the good-will of the local 
Triangle Kachins, which I saw very little 
chance of obtaining. However, there was 
no use in delaying the issue. I selected 
two of my men—one a Shan-Burman and 
the other a Kachin—and sent them ashore 
to find the nearest village and to try to 
get help. 


WAYS OF THE KACHINS, 


Almost the whole of Kachinland con- 
sists of jungle-clad hills, in clearings on 
the top of which the Kachins build their 
villages. Within a mile or two of each 
village is its yi, or paddy-clearing, where 
the Kachins grow their rice and roots. 
For the most part, the hills are less than 
five thousand feet high, but, as they are 
intersected by rivers whose altitude is not 
more than one thousand feet, steep hills 
and cliffs are the predominant feature of 
the countryside, with the densest jungle 
it is possible to imagine. 

Beaver was a néwcomer and knew 
neither the nature of the Kachins nor the 
local politics; he enjoyed ‘‘ Pickwick” 
vastly. I was less fortunate. I knew 
that the Triangle chieftains had this 
year banded together in an unprecedented 
manner to repel the incursions of the 
Burma Military Police, while, if one 
happened to strike a village one of whose 
salangni or shabrangni had been killed in 
the fighting earlier in the year, one had 
little chance of surviving. The Kachin 
law is rigidly a tooth for a tooth, an eye 
for an eye, and a life for a life. 
Eventually, after some five hours, and to 
my great relief, my two servants returned 
with a villager and some foodstuffs. They 
had found the vill a few miles away 
perched on a hillside. With the excep- 
tion of the one man whom they had 
brought to me, the village had been empty, 
all the men being out road-making several 
miles away. 

I had a long talk with a villager; being 
anxious to size him up. As I might have 
expected, however, he was quite deter- 
mined to commit himself to nothing until 
he had seen the rest of his villagers. 
Since every village in the Triangle had 
several guns and unlimited cross-bows, 
knives, spears, and poisoned arrows, I 
had abandoned any idea of fighting, save 
as a last resource. I, therefore, played 
Lathong La, as he called himself, as tact- 
fully as possible. I stressed the fact that 
we had no money or valuables on the raft 
with which fo reward the help that doubt- 
less he and his village were going to give 
us, but that on arrival at "Nsopzup or at 
Myitkyina much money would be given to 
them. Eventually, he returned to his 
village, and we settled down to a night of

IN THE RAPIDS. 


Beaver was a bit of a scientist, and, 

having reached thus far, seemed to find 
little difficulty in leading the conversation 
from the Mendelian theory and the 
relation of ontogeny with phylogeny to 
multi-potential polyfocoids. Or, perhaps, 
I dosed, All I know is that Beaver was 
setting me a problem about the path of a 
dipteron on the surface of a tetrahedral 
ellipsoid when we plun into the 
Daru Zup Rum, or the Rapids at the 
Mouth of the Daru river. It was quite 
quickly over—an increasing roar of water, 
gliding forward with rapid acceleration, a 
quick series of shattering blows as we 
bumped over the standing waves, water 
rushing over our feet, a frantic snatchin 
of all "hess articles—and then quiet. 
did not at first realise what had 
happened, and thought we were safely 
through, but, as it dawned on me that we 
were now moving up-stream, I under- 
stood. Our Wusagee had not liked the 
harmless bumping of the standing waves, 
and had allowed us to be thrown out into 
a large and strong whirlpool. 

Slowly at first, then more quickly, then 
slowly again, we drifted round and round 
that eddy. For three hours we had all 
hands to the oars, and struggled to get 
back into the boiling, bumping main 
stream. It was like trying to insert a 
stick through the spokes of a revolving 
wheel; we were merely flung off each 
time. We spent the night in that eddy. 

Next morning Beaver and I each had a 
shot at directing operations with a view 
to escaping, but my effort was spoiled by 
an oarsman falling into the water at the 
crucial moment, thus distracting al) 
efforts from the job of getting the raft out 
of the eddy to that of getting him out of 
the water. Beaver’s attempt was 
frustrated again on account of bis voca- 
bulary becoming mixed at the wrong 
moment. The Wusagee now decided that 
we must have offended the nats of the 
whirlpool, and he commenced a Dumsa 
chant, squatting in the forefront of the 
raft, and at the same time drawing water 
from the eddy in a small bamboo-section 
from one side and decanting it over the 
front. Finally, he filled his bamboo vessel] 
and wrapped it in a banana leaf, tying the 
package to the prow-frame work. The 
first effort after that brought us out, and 
anyone who suggested to our Kachins that 
it was due to anything but the good offices 
of the Nat of the Pool would have been 
pityingly regarded as an illogical fanatic. 


FROM CART TO MULE. 


A pleasant run of some forty miles 
brought us to ’Nsopzup at about midday, 
and here we: disembarked in order to 
re-victual at the little Chinese shop, and to 
spend the night at the inspection bun- 
galow maintained there by the Public 
Works Department. ‘’Nsopzup is the 
prettiest little station in all bas Since 
there is not even enough flat ground for a 
half-size football pitch, it may be 
imagined how miniature are its pro- 
portions. It consists simply of a little 
outpost of the Burma Military Police, 
with quarter-guard and coffee-shop com- 
plete, a little hospital, a post office, and a 
shanty which does duty as office and store 
for the P.W.D. officer, the only white man 
in the station. What importance it has 
lies in the fact that even the most 
adventurously-minded bullock cannot 
draw a cart north of ’Nsop, though, with 
pluck, endurance, philosophy and luck, it 
can struggle up.as far as ‘Nsop, which, 
therefore, becomes a transport station 
where cart-loads distribute themselves into 
mule-loads. 

On the next day we floated down 
without trouble into Myitkyina. Exceed- 
ingly strong currents were encountered at 
the confluence—the rocky. sup of the 'Nmai 
Hka, -where the Trratals may properly be 
considered to begin. Drawing into 
Myitkyina, we found the current so slow 
that it became necessary to paddle, and it

Extract from Faulkner’s Dublin 
Journal, Tuesday, 22nd April, 1746:— 

“Dublin: His Excellency The Earl of 
Chesterfield hath encl the ground 
with a gate and ditches round it, whereon 
a citidal was to have been built in the 
Phenix Park (which was begun by The 
Earl of Wharton when Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland), and hath already sown wheat 
therein. His Excellency hath likewise 
planted many trees, and enclosed a 
wilderness in a Ring, in the said Park, 
to adorn it, which are disposed of in the 
most elegant manner, enclosed in the 
ditches and poles, which makes a most 
beautiful appearance.’’ 

Another extract from the same journal, 
dated 1747, contains the following 
interesting paragraph :— 

“ Dublin: Last week a fine marble 
pillar thirty foot high, with a Phenix 
on the top of it, was erected in the centre 
of the ring, in the Phenix Deer-Park 
near Dublin, at the expence of His 
Excellency The Earl of Chesterfield; on 
the base of which is the following 
inscription— 

CIVIUM 
Oblectamento 
Campum rudem et Incultum 
Ornars Jussit 
Phillippus Stanhope Comes de Chesterfield 
PRO RE-.”

A deep depression among 
the hills near Moffat in Scotland is 
known as the Devil’s Beef-Tub; to mount 
his Staircase one must go to Glencoe; to 
find the Devil’s Kitchen we must travel 
to Llyn Idwal in North Wales. There 
are many Devil’s Bridges in different 
parts. of the world. Wales alone has 
two, the well-known Pont-y-Mynach at 
Aberystwith, and another at Morben, near 
Machynlleth, and the celebrated Devil’s 
Caves are found at Little Orme’s Head.

The effort of the “ Marble City” to 
recover some of its glory by holding a 
Civic Week reminds me that at one time 
it was the capital of Ireland. In 1643 
the General Assembly, which had met at 
Kilkenny as a protest to the extension of 
the English settlement, declared a Pro- 
visional Government of Ireland. A 
supreme Council of six members from 
each province was elected, with Lord 
Mountgarrett, one of the Butlers, as 
President. 

Owen Roe O’Neill was placed in charge 
of the Irish forces, and after a series 


English at Benburb in 1646. The 
diplomacy of Ormonde, then Lord 
Lieutenant, secured a peace with Mount- 
garrett, his kinsman, without the know- 
ledge of either O’Neill, or the Papa! 
Nuncio, who had arrived with supplies. 
As a result of this peace, the LE nar 
were divided, and the war was continned 
by O'Neill and the. Nuncio until 1648, 
when a second peace was concluded, and 
mm Confederation of Kilkenny was at an 
end. 

During this periód the city was the 
scene of many notable incidents. Here 
for the first time the old Irish and the 
Anglo-Normans were united in a common 
cause, and the simple costumes of the 
natives mingled with the more ornate 
dress of the settlers. The arrival of the 
Papal Nuncio was, celebrated with great 
ceremony, and after devotions in the 
Cathedral he proceeded-to the Castle, 
where he was received in state by Mount- 
garrett. 

Kilkenny’s brief period of importance 
as a capital city ended with the passing 
of the Confederation.

The declarations then made did not proclaim 
a.constitutional system suddenly established, 
but rather collected, co-ordinated, and con- 
solidated—a body of constitutional principles 
theretofore gradually accepted, but then, for 
the: first| time, authoritatively interpreted and 
‘formally acknowledged. 

NEW DEFINITION OF STATUS. 

Thereafter the principles then formulated 
were to be universally recognised as the 
governing factors in the relationships of the 
member-States of the Commonwealth to each 
other, and the relationships of each member- 
State to the Commonwealth as a whole.

Proceeding, Mr. McGILLIGAN dealt with

Mr. McGILLIGAN—Does the deputy mean 
explicitly? | ;

Mr. McGILLIGAN—No; none at all. 

With regard to direct representation in 
Canada, the Minister said that it was possible 
that there might be a representative there this 
year.

In reply to that 
he said that legislation regarding the acquisi- 
tion of citizenship was in train, but he did 
not know when it would be introduced, as it 
was not urgent. The line of procedure 
pursued by their representatives abroad was 
the same as that of other trade representatives 
in London. The census of production showed 
that during the past five years there had been 
going on a steady improvement. 

THE CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the census of 
production figures were only up to 1926, and 
did not prove that there had been any pro- 
gress. They gave no comparison with previous 


years. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that he knew that. 
He simply asked that people should get back 
fo their own views of the previous period. 
The figures showed that there was increased 
employment, even setting against that the 
businesses that had gone out. He did not 
regard the .disappearance of some of these 
businesses as any loss to the country. 
Replying to questions as to how the infor- 
mation supplied by representatives abroad 
was made available, he said that people 
should not blame their representatives for not 
supplying information when, as a matter of 
fact, in some instances information of a 
valuable type had been got, and manufac- 
turers had failed to work on it. On no less 
than three occasions he had representations 
that woollen manufacturers who could turn 
themselves to the manufacture of a certain 
fabric íor the upholstering of motor-cars—. 
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a starting order of a million yards—could 
easily have been produced ; but the line taken 
up by manufacturers here was that it would 
mean a change of machinery, and was not 
worth while.. It might not be worth while 
for the million yards, but it might have 
been well worth while to explore the situation 
and see if further orders could not be ob- 
tained.

NAPLES, Wednesday. 

The communique issued by the 
Observatory authorities this after- 
noon regarding the eruption of 
Vesuvius states that the flow of lava 
is deereasing, but that all round the 
great crater there are visible signs 
of the violent eruption of last night. 

The little cone, which has been 
partially reconstituted, is emitting 
quantities of voleanic material to a 
distance of ' hundred yards, while 
rather violent explosions continue, 
but on the whole there is a remark- 
able diminution in the activity of the 
volcano. 


THE DEADLY LAVA. 


ESS 9 
TERRIFYING SPECTACLE. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

ROME, Wednesday. 

Grand and terrifying in its majesty, 
like some gigantic firework display, 
Vesuvius, crowned by a great column of 
smoke,’ and belching forth flames, con- 
tinues to send out its deadly streams of 
lava, which crumple up villages as with 
the turn of an iron vrrist. 

Advancing slowly, but remorselessly, the 
lava; after destroying a group of houses at 
Pagana, invaded Lavini and destroyed it 
completely. It then proceeded onwards to 
Terzigno, about half of which is- sub- 
merged. 


TERRIFIED VILLAGERS. 

The fate of this small village now 
appears to be definitely sealed. Small 
groups of- villagers whose houses were stil] 
standing clustered around the image of 
the Immaculdte Virgin, which, according 
to tradition, halted the lava flow at the 
very gates of the village in 1744, but they 
were obliged to withdraw, as one house 
after another collapsed before the 
irresistible thrust of the lava. 

The whole region around Terzigno now 
bears a resemblance to a scene from 
Hades. The thick dust of falling houses 
mingles with the acrid and sulphurous 
fumes of the lava. Clouds of smoke 
obscure the sun. The crash of falling 
houses punctuates the steady roar of the 
volcano. The earth trembles with deep 
subterranean rumblings. 


RAILWAY THREATENED. 

Through a dense fog of dust and smoke 
dim shapes can be seen flitting about 
bearing bundles to safety. They are the 
remaining villagers removing their last 
household effects, _ Grief and pain. are 
painted clearly on their faces, which in 
‘many cases are lined with tears. 

Among them move priests, soldiers and 
police, urging them to repair to safety ; 
but attachment to their homes and fields 
pseems stronger even than fear among these 
“simple peasants. © The flow of lava, now 
moving past the northern ede of Terzigny, 
has headed towards the railway station, 
which will probably be reached withir: a 
few. hours. As the lava cools, however, its 
iront increases constantly in width, which 
cases the lava to press ever deeper into 
the heart of the village of Terzigno, 

WONDERFUL SPECTACLE. 

The appearance of .Vesuvius to-day is 
truly superb in its awful and terrifying 
majesty. A pillar of smoke, calculated to 
be three miles high, rises vertically above 
the crater, and is of a dull red tint from 
the glow from the internal fire of 
“Vesuvius. Flaming and _ incandescent 
particles are hurled like gigantic sky- 
rockets vertically into the heavens to a 
height of some fifteen thousand feet. ‘This 
amazing spectacle, and the dreadful noise 
of the eruption, and the tremors which 
constantly shake the earth, combine to 
strike fear into the stoutest hearts. Yet 
terrifying as it is, the spectacle is one ol 
undoubted beauty. 

A SECOND STREAM. 

A second stream of lava, which is 
advancing on Boscoreale to-day, causes 
less apprehension. This stream, in some 
Ways, Is even more imposing than the one 
which is throttling Terzigno, as it is 
advancing on a front of over 3,000 feet; 
but its rate of progress is very slow. It 
is hoped, therefore, that unless the erup- 
tion continues for several days, Boscoreale 
will be spared. For safety’s sake, how- 
ever, all precautions have been taken, and 
it will be possible to evacuate the village 
at short notice. 

Professor Malladra, the Director of the 
Vesuvian Observatory, alone remained up 
there, facing the danger of death in the 
interests of science. 

VILLAGE SMOTHERED IN ASHES. 

A curious phenomenon occurred to-day, 

when a deep layer of cinders fell on 
Sangiovannia Vesuviano. The phenomenon 
was restricted to this village, the fall of 
cinders being everywhere else compara- 
tively unimportant. The whole of the 
village was covered by about a foot of 
ashes. The inhabitants, remembering that 
Pompeii was buried by a fall of cinders 
such as this, were thrown into great alarm, 
but the phenomenon ceased just as 
suddenly as it had begun, before the 
acoumulation of cinders was sufficient to 
become really dangerous. 
Unhappily,. there is no immediate 
prospect of improvement in the situation. 
Vesuvius, after a lull early this morning, 
resumed its undiminished tensity. 
Throughout the day it continued belching 
millions upon millions of cubic feet of 
liquid voleanic matter, which, flowing down 
the: valley, which is appropriately called 
the ““Vallev of Hell,” speeds the streams 
of lava on their work of destruction.

It has been the most entirely Irish 
success that has ever been achieved in the 
reatest of the classic races; for when, 
Galtee More and Ard Patrick won for the: 
late Mr. John Gubbins those great colts | 
were trained by an Englishman, Sam 
Darling. ; ! 
The late Mr. Croker won the race with 
Orby, a colt who was trained in Ireland ; 
but, although Mr. Croker was born in the 
South, he was 
citizen than an Irishman, and, therefore, 
I think that the suecess of Mr. Barnett, 
Mr. Dawson, and Trigo this afternoon 
stands alone, and is a unique occurrence | 
in the history of racing in this country. 


An Easy Winner. 


Trigo was raced‘ entirely in Ireland last 
geason, and it is doubtful if anyone who saw 
him run there ever visualised him coming to 
Epsom and winning the Derby; yet he was 
an easy winner this afternoon by a ‘length 
and a half and two lengths from Lord 
Woolavington’s Walter Gey, with Mr. Somev- 
ville Tettersall’s Brienz third, and Huntei s 
Moon fourth. 

The success was hardly expected by the 
stable, and, although Mr. Dawson had no 
solid hopes that ~~ a of his candidates—Le 
Voleur or Trigo—was good enough, he in- 
clined rather more to the former, whom Beary 
rode, while Marshall, a former apprentice of 
Wootton’s, who was riding over hurdles last 
winter, was put up on the other. 


Previous ments. 


I took a liking to Trigo when he beat 
Ennis Bridge, giving 15]b,, at Newbury early 
in the season, and I had a good word to say 
for his chance in the Two Thousand Guineas. 
His owner also fancied his chance a good 
deal in that race, but he ran badly, and he 
seemed then to have discounted his chances 
of winning the Derby. i i i 

Mr. Barnett had the choice oí sending him 
to fulfil an engagement he held in the Irish 
Two Thousand Guineas or of keeping him to 
run in the Derby. He chose the bold course 
of running at Epsom, and his courage was 
well rewarded this afternoon, for Trigo was a 
very comfortable winner, was never out of the 
first three, and was always going as well, or 
better, than anything in the race. 

Mr. Barnett has never kept a large number 
of horses in training, and he only has a few 
brood mares. Relatively, therefore, he 
comes in the category of a “small owner, ” and 
so his success here this afternoon is all the 
more notable. Before Trigo ran for tho 
Guineas he backed him for the Derby, and 
he also purchased an eighth share in the ticket 
which had drawn him in one of the mammoth 
sweeps; but, although he expected and knew 
that he would run well, he never dared hope 
that he was quite good enough to win, unless 
he had a certain amount of luck. 


The Best of the Day. 


No exceptional luck, however, came his 
way this afternoon. He was able to 
take a place and hold it throughout the 
rage, and on the day he was the best horse. 
Without in any way decrying Trigo, | 
imagine he is a colt who loves the iron-hard 
ground, and was able to race on it and revel 
in it, when so many of his rivals, with, 
pedhaps, better credentials, were changing 
their ach and sprawling while he was career: 
ing on. 

ao he had beaten Ennis Bridge at New- 
bury I took a liking to the colt, and occa- 
sionally used to suggest that he might have 
a chance in the Guineas, Serious people used to 
Jaugh the idea to scorn and point to the race 
where Soloptic beat him 10 lengths. There was, 
I believe, some excuse for him that day. Mr. 
Barnett tells me that after the race at the 
Curragh the colt had a very high tempera- 
ture. No matter what he did then, Trigo has 
now won the Derby, and has vanquished all 
the best three-year-olds in England, and that 
is good enough. 


Trigo’s Pedigree. 


Mr. Barnett sent hin. and Athford to Mr. 
Dawson at the end of last season, and these 
two sons of Blandford have greatly dis- 
tinguished themselves in this country. I have 
had to write a good deal this year about the 
remarkable successes of the sons and 
daughters of the Cloghran stallion, and this 
has put the seal on his fame. Every trainer 
likes to win the Derby, but I am sure that it 
has given more pleasure to Mr. Dawson to 
win it with a son of Blandford, of whom he 
has always had a very high opinion, than 
with a son of any other sire that could be 
named. 

Trigo’s Mi has an interest for a great 
many Irish people; for he goes back at the 
bottom of it to that great old mare Stella, 
by Necromancer, whose name occurs in so 
many good pedigrees. Necromancer has left 
such an important mark in the Stud Book 
that many people forget that the eccentuic 
millionaire-gambler, Abington Baird, used to 
run him in selling races, and after winnin

THE J0CKEY'S STORY, 

Joe Marshall, who rode the winner, is a 
Brighton lad, not yet twenty-one, and was an 
apprentice under Mr. Stanley Wootton. 

Describing the race, he said :— 

“Trigo was always going well. From the 
beginning I was always lying fourth or third 
until the six furlongs. Then half-way down 
the straight I took the lead, with the horse 
running splendidly. From six furlongs I con 
sider that we had the race.

J. Marshall, who won his first classic race 
on Trigo, is a product of Stanley Wootton’s 
Treadwell House establishment, and has 
forced his way to the front rank by sheer 
ability. He has ridden winners over hurdles 
as well as on the flat, and, although this is 
his first big success, he has a good percen- 
tage, and last year rode 42 winners out of 
209 mounts.

It. is believed that Joe Marshall is the only 
apprentice ever to win the Derby.
